Earl Sutton, chairman of the 


board asked Rockefeller not to 
speak and Rockefeller voluntari- 
ly agreed to cancel the engage- 
ment which was 
scheduled 


about two hours before a parade 
which opened the fair. 


"We have tried to keep our 


organization 
out of politics," 


Sutton said. "We discussed hav- 
ing a candidates' night, but we 
felt there might be some radi- 
cals who would hurt someone's 
feelings." 


Sutton said the board dis- 


cussed 
Rockefeller's 
planned 


speech and decided that it might 
give political overtones to the 
fair. 


"Any gathering in town is be- 


cause of the fair and the pa- 
rade," Sutton said. "It (Rocke- 
feller's speaking) might get the 
fair association some criticism." 


Sutton said he had no person- 


al bias against Rockefeller and 
that, indeed, he.was supporting 
the Republican candidate in the 
governor's race. He wore a 
"Democrats for 
Rockefeller" 


button to show where he stood. 


At one time a rumor circulat- 


ed that the parade might be 
cancelled if Rockefeller attempt- 


ed to ride it it. This proved to 
be only a rumor. Rockefeller 
got the place of honor in the 
first car behind the police es- 
cort. 


Hie opponent, Gov. Orval E. 


Faubijs, was represented 
by 


three Strieker - plastered cars 
which followed the Morrilton 
High School band. 


A local beauty sat on the hood 


of ;pne of the Faubus cars and 
she and those inside chanted 
constantly, "We want Faubus." 


Rockefeller 
supporters had 


about a dozen cars in the pa- 
rade. 


The GOP candidate arrived at 


his headquarters 45 minutes be- 
hind schedule and 45 minutes 
before the parade was to start. 
He shook as many hands as lie 
could reach and then told his 
supporters that 
he would be 


back. 


After the parade he told the 


group that he had intended, in 
his public speech, to discuss his 
plans for increasing tourist traf- 
fic-in Conway County. 


The key in his plan is a "mu- 


seum of Automobiles" which he 
said, wjll open at Winrock Farm 
on nearby:Petit Jean Mountain 
in about a month. 


Rockefeller said that about 


125,000 tourists already visit the 
farm each year and he told his

In his radio talk, Rockefeller

have refused to let him speak. 


The coolness toward Rocke- 


feller in his home county is due 
to the fact that he has been 
critical of the county political 
structure and has been identi- 
fied with persons who have been 
strongly critical of Sheriff Mar- 
lin Hawkins, a dedicated Demo- 
crat and staunch supporter of 
Faubus. 


Rockefeller turned a Faubus 


campaign slogan, "Keep pro- 
gress alive in '65," to his ad- 
vantage. 


"I want to create progress on 


an ascending scale," he said. 
"I'm 
not satisfied with just 


keeping progress alive." 


He said that voters have a 


choice in this election between 
a "man with a plan" and a 
"man who glorifies the past."

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


emphasis on taxes is likely to 
change next year. For most 
taxpayers the pressure will be 
applied closer to home. And the 
chances; are that one way or 
another most will pay as much; 
if not more, in taxes than this 
year.

promising some more federal 
tax cuts. In Washington the 
question will be what taxes and 
how much.

But at many a state oapitol 


and city hall across the nation 
the search will be pressed still 
harder for more kinds of taxes, 
or heftier rates, or more hand- 
outs from the federal govern- 
ment, or more borrowing. 


Some state and local officials 


are hoping the federal authori- 
ties will release some forms of 
taxation to them. This .would let 
the local collectors spread into 
fields now held by Washington. 
Others are plugging for more 
aid to states and communities 
from the feeral tax collectoin 
which they think will rise con 
siderably if rates aren't cut 
further. 


Both President 
Johnson anc 


Treasury Secretary Dillon have 
proposed that next year federa 
excise taxes be revised and 
some lowered or dropped. Dillon 
says, "We have about 75 catego 
ries of such taxes on the book; 
today, and their 
labyrinthine 


complexity requires, not the 
random repeal of a few taxes, 
but 
a thorough-going revision 


based on a comprehensive study 
of them all, which the Treasury 
already has well under way."

excise tax cuts, yet to be spelled 
out,

gress if he is elected.

At most state and local levels, 


however, the chances of holding 
down spending are slim indeed. 
Demands for services for grow- 
ing populations, and for more 
services to more • demanding 
citizens, multiply. 


If Washington gives up some 


tax forms, such as excise levies 
on certain products, the states 
may be able to increase their 
own take in sales taxes.
